as well as to the large Catholic popu- 
lation. 
He spoke French fluently, 


and this was regarded as of great im- 
portance, in view of the many French 
Catholics included in the diocese. 


Bishop Delany has left a noble rec- 


ord and everywhere his memory will 
be revered, nowhere, certainly more 
profoundly than in Porstmouth, the 
scene of his early labors. 


Requiescat in pace. 


Death has called Bishop John B. 


Delaii}-. The end came this (Mon- 
day) morning-at twenty minutes be- 
fore four. Throughout the night 
and the early hours of the morning, 
reports of the most discouraging 
nature came from his bedside, but 
his great strength postponed the 
hour of dissolution long after all 
hope had been abandoned. 


Bishop Delauy realized that the 


end was at hand and bade good-b}' 
to the members of his family, the 
clergymen at his bedside and to the 
Sisters of Mercy. He received the 
blessed sacrament at half 
past 


eleven from Rev. Fr. John J. 
Brophy, chaplain of Sacred Heart 
Hospital, Manchester. 


To Rev. Fr. O'Leary, chancellor 


of the diocese, he gave this mes- 
sage to his people : 


"Give my love to all my friends, 


and their people, for they have all 
been kind to me. God needs nie 
more than you do here." 


Rt. Rev. Mgr. Eugene M. O'Cal- 


lahan, vicar general of the diocese, 
was at the bedside of Bishop at the 
end. 


DIVORCES GRANTED 


At the Spring Term of County Super- 


ior Court 


The death of Bishop John Ber- 


nard Delany of the Catholic dio- 
cese of New Hampshire comes 
with distressing force not only to 
the devoted people of that church, 
but to the public at large, particu- 
larly in Portsmouth, where he was 
formerly located. 


He was until his elevation chan- 


cellor of the diocese and secretary 
to the late Bishop Dennis M. Brad- 
ley, and on the death of the latter 
was formally appointed as his suc- 
cessor. 


John Bernard Delany came from 


one of the best known and most 
highly respected Catholic families 
in Lowell, Mass., and was born in 
that city in August, 1865. 
His 


father was Thomas Delany, who 
died several years ago, but his 
mother is still living in Lowell. 
The boy was educated in the pub- 
lic schools of the city, going 
through all of the grades, includ- 
ing the high school. From Low- 
ell he went to Boston, where he en- 
tered Boston College, and received 
instruction from the Jesuit fatheis 
until 1897, when lie graduated and 
immediately afterward left for Paris 
where his theological studies began 
at St. Sulpicc and where he studied 
for four years. He was "ordained 
to the priesthood in Paris in 1891 
by Cardinal Richard and shortly 


afterward returned to this country 
His first appointment was as assis- 
tant to Rev. Father John J. Lyons 
at the oldest Catholic parish in 
Manchester, St. Anne's where he 
remained for two years. 


He was then transferred to Ports- 


mouth where he was assistant to 
Rev. Eugene M. O'Callaghan at 
the Church of the Immaculare Con- 
ception. 


He remained here five years, and 


his capabilities were such that he 
was made chancellor of the diocese 
and secretary to Bishop Bradley. 
He left Portsmouth with the keen- 
est regret.

Siuwss AlUiim-d Should Lead 
to More General Adoption. 


Tho olJins of roads aad streets in 


r:.jifornJa first began to attract par- 
ticular attciuion about seven yeura 
ago. wlu-n petroleum oil w:ts used in 
Los An?:<-k-s County, in a small way 
in 189S. and more in 1S99. followed 
by Sau Bernardino County in 1SS9. 
says a writer iu Good Roads Maga- 
zine. 


Tho first use of oil on roads had 


for its object the !:i\in£ of dust, 
which was almost unbearable during 
the long dry summers of California. 
It was used for this purpose instead 
of water; sufficient quantities of the 
latter being difficult 
to obtain in 


some sections, and it was thought 
that the oil would have a more liist- 
!ng effect, and so be more effectual 
anu economical for this purpose. li 
was found to be an excellent dust 
layer. All grades of oil were used, 
from high gravity, containing but a 
small 
quantity of asphaltuin, and 


charged with water and sediment to 
heavy oil. free from water, and very 
rich in asphaltic base. Xo attempt 
was made in the beginning to obtain 
a hard, smooth surface road. 
The 


idea was to mix the oil with the nat- 
ural loose .surface dirt of the road in 
sufficient quantity to make it heavy. 
so that the dust would not rise. It 
was thought it would be a waste of 
material to use oil on a loose, sandy 
road, that it would simply sink into 
sand and disappear, and if used on a 
hard surface like macadam it would 
not. penetrate but run into the' gut- 
ters. Even ihe parties who claimed 
lo be the discoverers of the use of oil 
have a patent on its use (who have 
never -been able to substantiate their 
claims), eaid that there must be a 
loose coTerinj; of at ica^t one inch In 
depth-on the ro:id to mix with tho 
oil. 


One of Ihe first things lo be no- 


ticed, v.-as that the larger the per- 
centage of asphaltum in the oil, the 
firmer it made the surface of the 
road, and so tho better the results. 
Another was that if the oil was 
worked in 
deep, especially 
in a 


clayey soil, it made a spongy roadbed 
that was very heavy for hauling 
over; and that the oiled layer became 
rutted and ridged and very uneven. 
There are miles of just such roads in 
California 
to-day. 
Teamsters con- 


demn them, nnd they are very unsat- 
isfactory, on account of their un- 
evenncss, for even light rigs. It was 
found that sandy and gravelly sur- 
faces absorbed the oil readily and 
became very hard if a heavy asphal- 
tic- oil was used; that even loose 
drift sand, while it took a large 
quantity of oil, put on in a number 
of 
applications, 
and 
considerable 


time to set and harden, could be con- 
verted into a smooth, hard-surfaced 
roadbed. But an absorbent, 
hard 


compacted 
gravel 
surface, it was 


found, made an ideal oiled road, 
when a heavy asphaltic liquid was 
used. This led u;> to the use of this 
kind of oil upon macadam roads, and 
now we are building, what we call, 
"liquid asphalt" roads and streets; 
giving careful atlention to all de- 
tails of carefully preparing thr> sub- 
grade, 
putting down the crushed 


rock layers, filler, etc., and thor- 
oughly compactinp; this base to a 
hard, smooth, properly shaped sur- 
face, to receive the oiled or rather, 
asphaltic co%f>ring; and obtaining a 
result lhal is very similar lo the reg- 
ulation asphalt pavement; hard, but 
not quite so hard and smooth as the 
latter, but furnishing a better foot- 
ng for tho horse, a surface- that does 
not got slippery in wet weather, a 
surface lhat is slightly clastic, very 
pleasanl to iravel over, and which, 
effectually 
preserves 
Ihe macadam 


base below. 


The construction of this "Asphal- 


ted Macadam" road or street in- 
volves tho careful building of the 
macadam baso, according to Ihe most 
approved specifications for this work, 
atleniion 
being 
given 
to 
proper 


drainage and to tho crowning of the 
surface. 


It must be remembered that this 


baso supports the load lhat goes over 
It and that the super-imposed aa- 
phnlled layer is of 
comparalivaly 


Ihln, slightly elaslic, protective cov- 
ering that takes the surface wear.

Abolishing the Dust Xuisaiicc. 
Many cures for dusl annoyance 


have been suggested, as the sprink- 
ling of our roads wilh crude oil and 
different solutions of absorbent salts 
These will prevent the dust, bul are 
loo expensive to bo generally used. 
Our remedy, therefore, would be r. 
strlcl enforccincnl of tho speed limi^, 
the abolition of armored tires, chrcn 
tires, and blowers, and a sprinkling 
of all our improved roads early in 
tho mornin.j and lalo in Ihc evening. 
This would preserve ihe rouds and 
would reduce, the cost of repairs very 
materially, ut tho same time giving 
us a beller, smoolhor and more dust- 
loss surface than wo now enjoy.

Good for Horses. 


Many farmers who make it a point 


,o keep their work horses slick as well 
as buggy horses, mix In their feed lin- 
seed meal In thoir dally rations from 
now on. It keeps them in fine ap- 
pearance and condition. The North- 
west Farmer says, give a sprinkling 
of crushed linseed or linseed cake 
added occasionally to the ordinary 


rain allowance of the animals not 
only supplies a valuable food mate- 
rial, but also exercises a beneficial 
Influence upon the digestive func- 
tions. Ordinarily, linseed meal, when 
used for this purpose, Is more con- 
veniently given raw. 


We prefer, though, to give it in 


:he form of jelly. The flaxseed may 
be steeped in lukewarm water for 
ien or twelve hours, and the result- 
ing jelly stirred into the evening feed 
of grain with exceeding good results. 
Perhaps the best way of all is to give 
a feed of boiled barley at least once 
n week, preferably Saturday night. 
After the barley has been well boiled 
the 
desired quantity of fiaxseed, 


either whole or ground, may be 
etlrretl among the scalding grain. 
Hud the mixture left to steam for an 
hour or so In a covered vessel.

Worms in Pigs. 


According to Dr. Peters of tho Ne- 


braska experiment station, there is 
nothing else better for worms in the 
lungs of hogs than creosote. It cleans 
out the intestinal tract. It can be 
administered in the following man- 
ner with the best success. 


Coal creosote ono ounce; water 99 


ouncos. One pint of water weighs 16 
ounces. One ounce of the mixture is 
the dose for a full-grown animal and 
is best administered with the morn- 
ing feed. 


If it ia necessary to drench tho 


animal, use a drenching tube made 
by taking an ordinary tin funnel nnd 
a rubber tubo three feet long, W to 
i& inch in diameter. 


Insert tho lower end of the fun- 


nel in this rubber tube, place tho 
rubber tube into the animal's mouth, 
iind allow it to bite on it, and i>our 
the drench into the funnel. 


It'fc better to place a piece of me- 


tal on tho end of tho rubber piece so 
that tho animal may blto on It con- 
tinually, without stopping tho flow 
by pinching tho rubber tubo.

CATHEDRAL IN ICE AT SEA 


Marvelous Spectacle Witnessed 


Sailors Off the Back of New- 


foundland.

An iceberg tHat resembled a huge 


cathedral dazzled the passengers of 
the Scandinavian-American steamship 
Helllg O'av when that vessel was pass- 
*fiS the Dank of Newfoundland re- 
cently, reports the New York Ameri- 
can. 


The Hellig Olav at the time was cut- 


ting her way through a calm sea un- 
der a cloudless sky. The sun shining 
on the domes, spires and pinnacles of 
the iceberg rendered it a marvelous 
spectacle. 
It appeared off the star- 


board bow. cot more than a 
mile 


away. 
It was fully 200 feet long, but 


the main body of the great mass of 
crystal was not more than 50 feet high. 
Above this rose what resembled 
a 


dome of ice. what might be termed 
the roof of the berg. 
There 
were 


scores of spires and needle-like points 
pointing upward. 


So greatly did the form of the berg 


resemble a cathedral that one passen- 
;er remarked that lie almost expected 
to bear the chimes sound. 


The berg reflecting the rays of the 


setting sun in a thousand glittering 
points remained in sight until night- 
fall, fading astern to a small dot that 
was brought into relief through marine 
glasses.

living at the time of the events de- 
scribed iu the poem, and were ac- 
quainted with Evangcliue. Gabriel nntl 
other characters in the tale. From ac- 
curate knowledge obtained from talk- 
ins with tiUe--e persons. Capt. VVorrel 
has been able to trace K.-;inge!lue's 
wanderings from the tisne she arrived 
in Philadelphia, after her exile from 
Ac:s<!ia. until many years 
afterward 


when she. an old woni.-.n, found Ga- 
briel, an old man. dying in a Philadel- 
phia hospital. 


The banishment of the French <=et- 


tlcrj from Acadia by the English be- 
gan in September, 1755. The appear- 
ance of the ships in the 
harbor Of 


Grand Pre to bear the Acadiaus away 
and the summons to the men and large 
hoys to assemble in their church in ihe 
village, where the decree of expulsion 
w:is read to them, are all vividly de- 
scribed in "jCvangeiine." 


One of the most highly respected 


farmers of Grand Pre 
was Benedict 


Be'.lciV.ntaine. the father of a beautiful 
girl. Evaugeline by name. Many a 
suitor, indeed, came to her door. "But, 
among all who came, young Gabriel, 
only, was welcome; 
Gabriel 
Lajeu- 


nesse, the son of Basil, the 
black- 


smith." These were the real names of 
the two unfortunate lovers. 


Neither Longfellow nor history tells 


on what ship Evangeline was 
placed 


when exiled en the Atlantic coast, says 
Capt. Worrel. The first that we hear 
of her exile is in Philadelphia. There 
in the City of Brotherly Love she wan- 
dered, with other homeless, hopeless, 
friendless women r.nd girls, searching 
for relatives and friends 
and 
lovers 


from whom they had separated 
and 


upon whom they were dependent for 
a living. 


Meanwhile, what became of Gabriel? 


After leaving Acauia he wandered for 
some time from town to town on the 
Atlantic seaboard, ^arching for his 
father and—Evangeline. Finally, some- 
how, he heard that his father was in 
Louisiana. 
And to Louisiana Gab'-ie' 


went, abandoning for the time 
being 


his search for Evangeline. 


There he wound his father. 
Instead 


of being a village blacksmith, as 
he 


had been in Grand Pr 
Basil 
Lajpu- 


nesse was rich in great 
ds of cattle. 


Father and son unitei 
Gabriel soon 


bec-ame manager of these herds. 


During all these years—a decade anil 


more—Evangeline, knowing absolutely 
nothing of Gabriel's whereabout, nut 
ever urged on by a restless longing, 
searched diligently for him. 


Sometimes a rumor, a hearsay, an 


inarticulate whisper, would come 
to 


point and beckon her onward. Some- 
times by chance 
Evangeline would 


meet some on^ who had known Gabriel 
in Acadia. But she ne\or could meet 
one who knew where he had gone. Fi- 
nally, she m^t one who said: "Oh, yes: 
we knew him. Gabriel 
Lajeunosse! 


Why, he is with his father. They a.;o 
on the rich grazing lands of Louisi- 
ana." 


It was in the 
springtime, early 
in 


May, 
when Evrmgelir.e and a few other 


Acadian exiles of Philadelphia started 
for Louisiana in a "cumbrous rowboat,

When Evancplme reached Louisiana 


she learned that Gabriel had left

"Far to the north, northeast, in th^ 
pine forests of bleak Michigan, on the 
banks of the Saginaw river, Gabriel is 
lodging."

ways and through i< dense wilderness, 
Evangeline finally reached the depths 
of the Michigan torest along th2 bns- 
inaw river, and 
found 
the 
hunter's 


lodge deserted, where Gabriel, oniy a 
short time before, had been staying. 


When the fruitless search for Ga- 


briel ended there In that deserted hun- 
ter's lodge, to recommence no more 
upon earth, Evangeline wa? at a loss 
to know what to do, or where to go.
